She * ft discussions brought forth the fact that Arsy offi- 
cers assigned to CIA, including yourself, are chargeable 
against the reduced number authorised by the Paris Amendment 
to the current Appropriations Act. In addition to this, gen- 
eral officers furnished outside agencies on a non- reimbursable 
basis met be counted within fee more restrictive ceiling set 
for this group by the Senate Armed Services Committee. 


The establishment of SHAPE and a new command structure 
in Europe has been a consi derable drai n on our general officer 
resources. Unless General f I requests retirement or 

the Army can obtain reimbursement for his services, he will 
continue to count, budgetwise and nurafcerwise, against our 
authorization, ffis early retirement is not anticipated in 
view of a recent suspension of the mandatory retirement law 
applicable in his case. 

With this situation in mind, I solicit your assistance 
in obtaining reimbursement from CIA for fee active duty gen- 
eral officers furnished by fee Array. This will exempt such 
officers from the limitations imposed by fee Davis Amendment 
and fee Senate Armed Services Committee,
